President Eisenhower and President Giovanni 
Gronchi of Italy issued a joint communique today

allow any relaxation of the Western defence 


efforts.” 


President Eisenhower and Signor Gronchi,

Overtake Mortality 


Tests, they say, have shown 
that natural resistance, which 
is inherited, bas been fourld to 
increase at a measurable rate 
with each succeeding epidemic 
of the disease. It Is estimated 
that this Increasing — resistance 
will rob myxomatosis of — tts 
valuc as a pest control In be- 
tween 5 and 10 years, 


Dr W.R. Sobey, of the animal 
section of the Research Or- 
ganisation, sald that the disease 
could be assumed to have lost 
its effectivencss when It killed 
only 50 per cent of infected 
rabbits, The breeding rate was 
so high that) the remaining 
rabbits could more than over- 
take the mortality In one 
season,

They 
urge landowners of sufficiently 
large properties to appoint trap- 
pers—not to pay them off be- 
cause myxomatosis had cleaned 
most of the rabbits out.
